The Winter Kins i« Mère in £amest- 
How thfe Storm Bases in Biffèr- 
ent Parts of the Cotintry. 


WICHITA, Kan., Jan. 13.—A blizzard 
has been raging since midnight Satur- 
day. Snow is about afoot deep, ^ d 
the mercury is at zero. 
There is fear 
o£considerable suffering lathe south- 
west^j where it is learned the storm is 
much more severe than here. 


A train on the Wichita and Western 
yesterday morning stuck in a cut ûfte'én 
miles from a station abouî; one hundred 
miles west of here. 
There are twenty 
passengers on board, and they have no 
provisions, and but little coal. 


Many people in Stevens county ai-e 
suffering. Some people who have been 
living in dug-outs near the southeast 
comer of the county are supposed to 
have frozen to death, ' 


NEW SAI^, K. B., Jan. 13.—The 
storm which struck this city during 
Sfttutday night was the most terrific in 
the memory of the oldest inhabitant. 
It isflôwed so fast .yesteïaây that pedes- 
trians were sïïarcely able to see their 
hands before them. It will be several 
days before the roads can be sufficiently 
cleared for travel. 


ALBEET LEA, Minn.j Jan. 
1 3 . — A 
blinding snow storin has been raging 
here since before daylight yesterday 
fiacming. 
All trains are delayed and 
roads through the country are so badly 
drifted that they "iare practically impas- 
sible. 


HAMBUBC, la., Jan. 13.—A heavy 
snow storm, the first of the season, has 
prevailed here all day. ÎFully twelve 
inches of snow have fallen. The wind 
is blowing a gale and it is drifting 
badly. 


MILBANK, S . I>., Jan. 13.—Yesterday 
a storm, which has driven everybody to 
cover, broke out at 7 o'clock in the 
morning and shows no signs of abate- 
ment. Fears are expressed that there 
may be a repetition of the storm of Jan- 
uary 12, 1887.

Sketcli Df a Life of ¿reat flonor and 


Distinction—His Eminent Pub- 


lic Services and Private 


Worth. 


Hon. William Fleming is no more. 
The battle that he had wa^ed so long 
against disease is at length at an 
end and 'he is numbered 
among 
the inn^tne:i^le host that death has 
marked for it¥ own. 


He died of acute asthma at half-past 
3 o'clock this afternoon at his residence. 
No. 26t"WeBt Berry street, surrounded 
by his grief-stricken wife and children 
and by kind friends, who deplore his 
death as a private affliction. 


It is with feelings of the deepest 
sorrow that these tidings are thus made 
known to a community which honored 
him for the great achievements of mind 
and revered him for his nobility of his 
character. He died as he had lived, at 
peace with the World. 


When Mr. Fleming, two weeks ago, 
left Fort Wayne, with Mrs. Fleming, iU 
search of health in the southwest, it was 
not expected but that he would return, 
as he had often done before, greatly re- 
cuperated. At St. Louis, however^ his 
malady became so much worse that, act- 
ing upon the advice of ja physician, he 
was brought iome. This change in the 
plan was probably not well advised, for 
there could be no recovery in this rig- 
orous climato which he only left when 
failing strength made his leave taking 
compulsory. 
He sank rapidly, and, 
though he endeavored to impress upon 
those around him a hope in his recovery, 
his 
condition was never ^inspiring. 


With each successive attack his con- 
stitution became more enfeebled until 
only the iron will that had carried him 
through years of affliction was left to 
suggest the strong man that he once 
was. He died as he had lived at peace 
with the world and in the hope of a 
glorious resurrection. 


William Fleming was born in Ireland 
sixty years ago and was the oldest son 
of worthy parents. 
Early in life his 
father died and he was the principal 
support of his widowed miother and the 
younger children. His first occupation 
was that of a stone cutter in the 
employ of the late James Humphrey. 
His first appearance in politics was as 
candidate for the office of high consta- 
ole, long since abolished. He was sub- 
sequently appointed by Sheriff McMul- 
en as a deputy and officiated at the 
hanging of Madden and Keefer, mur- 
derers of William Dunbar. Upon the 
death of Mr. McMullen, Mr. Fleming 
succeeded to the shrievalty and served 
two terms, performing the duties with 
such marked ability that he was twice 
elected to the office of clerk of Allen 
county, serving eight years in that ca- 
pacity. 


His unusual ability as a party manager 
and leader, the strength of his personal 
following among all classes of people, 
soon made him a conspicuous figure in 
the state councils of the democracy, and 
no question of importance came up for 
discussion, but his opinion was asked, 
and his well-grounded conviction of 
what was best to do carried groat weight. 
In northern Indiana he was easily the 
leader of his party. He served fre- 
quently as a member of the democratic 
state central committee, and to his inti- 
mate knowledge of men and measures 
is, by common consent, largely to be at- 
tributed the successes that were met 
with. 


In 1878 he was nominated at Indiana- 
polis for the place of treasurer of state 
and was elected after an unusually hot 
campaign. It was during the two years 
that he held this office that a large part 
of 
the 
work 
of 
building 
the 
new state house was done and a great 
volume of money passed throng:h his 
hands but so faithful was he to his trust 
that not even the most bitter political 
foe could question his entire honesty 
and his high financial ability. 


In 1880 he was again nominated for 
the state treasury, but with the rest of 
his ticket was defeated. He has never 
again been a candidate for office. His 
political activity, however, did not end 
here, but he continued to exert himself 
in the cause of democrasy, and, whether 
in caucus or convention, or in the heat 
of campaign, his strong hand and earn- 
est will were felt on the side of those 
great political principles to which he 


had devoted so much of his life. 
He 
never forgot his friends. 


Mr. Fleming made it a point to attend 
all of the national conventions of his 
parly, and, though in feeble health, was 
at St. Louis when Grovef Cleveland was 
renominated to lead the democracy in 
the battle against the choice of tiie rë- 
publican nominee, selected at the Chi- 
cago convention some weeks later. 
At 
thèse cdnrèhtiohà he was always con- 
sulted with regard to the politics of lu- 
diana, the pivotal state. 


Mr. Fleming was a man of great 
wealth; amassfed in the ptirsUit of busi- 
ness of unustial magnitude, in nëarly 
eveiy enterprise 
that enlisted his 
energies his wonderful grasp made him 
the lèadèr. Hô was for many years 
proprietor and editot of the Fort 
Wayne SENTINEL, and the vigor of his 
editorials had a far-reaching effect upon 
men of all political parties. 


The paper had previously been wed- 
ded to the hard money doctrine^ but this 
policy was instantly changed and he 
continued to weild a vigorous pen in the 
advocacy of the resumption act and the 
remonetizatiou of silver coin. On eco- 
nomic questions he was an acknowledged 
authority and in every matter relating 
to the position of the democracy on im- 
portant issues he was always consulted. 
No democrat gavé to his party more 
splendid service than-he. 


Mr. Fleming's business career was so 
intimately connected with the growth 
and prosperity of the city as to be gen- 
erally known to the comfiitinity. At 
the time of his death he Was treasurer 
of the Indiana School Book company : 
was vice-president of the Salimonie 
Mining and Gas company; viôe-presi- 
dent and acting pressdent of the First 
National Bank of Fort Wayne, president 
of the Hartford City Paper Mill com- 
pany, and a director and stockholder in 
as many other large cencerns. 


Until the past few years he was one of 
the chie' owners of the stock of the Clark 
& Ehinesmith Lumber company, and 
only a few weeks ago sold to William 
Pape a half-intetest in the Peters Box 
and Lumber company and the Fleming 
Manufacturing company. 


He was one of the originators of the 
New York, Chicago and St. Louis rail- 
way (Nickel Plate) and served as a di- 
rector until the properly was sold to the 
Vanderbilts. 


Mr. Fleming was twice married. His 
first wife bore him two children—^Mrs. 
Dr. Willien, of Terre Haute, Ind., and 
Mr. Luke M. Fleming, assistant to 
Warden Murdock, at the state's prison 
north. 
Neither were present at his 
death. 
By his second wife he has eight 
children, the youngest a mere child. 


Among them are Mrs. Dr. J. M. Din- 
nen, Mrs. A. B. Treutman, Mrs. Wm. 
M. McKinnie, Stephen, Celeste and 
William Fleming, jr. All of these were 
present at the close of their father's 
honorable and distinguished career.

MURDERERS. 


The Heorins of a Motion For a lUieW 
Trial in Their Case Adjourned 
Until To-Morrow. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 13.—Branch No. 3 of 
the criminal court resumed this morning 
some Gi the familiar features which it 
wore during the three and a half months 
of the Cronin trial. The prisoners' row 
had been shortened by one. John F. 
Beggs, who formerly sat at one end of 
the line, was free. His chair was occu- 
pied by Dan Coughlin. The four con- 
victs seemed in good spirits. 
The cer- 
tainty of a life in prison seemed to be 
more agreeable to Buike, Coughlin 
and O'Sullivan than the horrible uncer- 
tainty that hung over them throughout 
the trial. 


Just before the judge took his seat 
John F. Beggs and his lawyers, Messrs. 
Foster and Ames, came into court. 
Beggs looked worse in appearance than 
when he was making his daily visits to 
the court room by compulsion. 


"I just wanted to see how it looked 
from the other side, said he. When the 
prisoners came into the court they shook 
hands with those who were within reach. 
Beggs shook hands with Kunze and sat 
down at one end of the reporters' table. 


"Come in here and sit, Beggs," said 
Coughlin, with a smile. 


The man who escaped the fate of his 
co-defendants, laughed and shook his 
head. States Attorney Longenecker ac- 
companied by Messrs. Ingham, Mills 
and Hynes 
appeared for the state. 
Messrs. Forrest, Donohue and David 
appeared for the defense. When the 
court was opened, Mr. Forrest asked 
that the hearing of the arguments be 
postponed for one week. 


The counsel for the state opposed any 
delay. Judge McConnell was also op- 
posed to delay and told Mr. Forrest in 
so many words that it was useless to 
make any argument against the Cronin 
jury. 
"For," said the court, "if that 
was not a good jury then it is useless to 
try to convict prisoners where there has 
been any public discussion. You might 
as well let the prisoners go." 


It was finally decided that the court 
would wait until Judge Wing's arrival 
at 11:45 o'clock. 


When Judge Wing arrived he asked 
for at least a delay until to-morrow. 
Finally, after much wrangling between 
the attorneys, court was adjourned until 
10 o'clock to-morrow, when it is expect- 
ed the motion will be argued.

ONE of the first acts of Pension Agent 
Ensley after taking charge of his office 
will be to make application for an addi- 
tional appropriation for 
clerk 
hire. 
Colonel Zollinger says the present force 
is entirely too small.

pensioners on the rolls of the office has 
almost doubled since he came into office, 
and yet the same number of clerks are 
doing the work. 
He has continually 
begged for more help, but has never 
been able to get it. 
For several months 
the work has been so heavy that some 
of the clerks have been compelled to 
work fifteen and sixteen hours a day. 
It is Mr. Ensley's intention to suggest 
that a sliding scale rule, governing the 
allowance of clerks to the pension offices, 
be adopted.

The volume 
is profusely illustrated with the por- 
traits of the archbishops and bishops 
and other prominent Catholic laymen 
who participated in the deliberations of 
the congress. 


OUJB WAHE JBARli^« WOMES. 
Hon. David Turpie, Indiana's junior 
United States senator, sends THE SEN- 


TINEIJ the fourth annual report, recently 
issued, of the department of labor at 
Washington. 


It contains many inteiesting statistics 
and among them are those which gives 
personal statistics of 17,427 wage-earn- 
ing girls engaged in 343 distinct indus- 
tries out of many now open to women, 
and comprising the result of study in 
twenty-two different cities. 
The tables 
bring out very telling facts. 
The aver- 
age ago for beginning work appears to 
be fifteen years and four months; but 
129 out of the number commenced under 
nine years of age, and the largest pro- 
portion, 3,503, began to support them- 
selves at fourteen. 


For years they continue the weaiy 
round of labor, rising at 5 or 6, and 
shortly after going to the factoiy or 
shop, where they remain, with but little 
recess, for ten or more hours. 
Often 
their work does not end when they leave 
the place of their day's labor, for out of 
the whole number questioned by the 
agent of the department, 9,813 not only 
work at their regular occupations, but 
also assist in the housework at home. 


More than half give their earnings to 
the head of the family, while very many 
have to care entirely for several others 
beside themselves. 
The average wages 
of the 17,427 was found to be $5.24, and 
yet with this small amount 6,614 do 
none of their own sewing, and invar- 
iably the girls present a respectable ap- 
pearance. 


These wage earners are women with 
ideas, high impulses, ambitions and de- 
sires such as all other women have. No- 
where else can be found in greater de- 
gree the noble impulses of heroism, self 
sacrifice, patience, cheerfulness and as- 
liiration. 
All over large cities, after a 
hard day's work, thousands are gather- 
ed in evening schools^ working girls' 
societies, or other rooms opened to 
them, where they can study and im- 
prove themselves. 


ALFONSO XIII, king of Spain, the 
condition of whose illness is noted in 
our telegraph columns almost every day, 
was the posthumous son of Alfonso XII. 
He was born on May 17, 1886, and is 
therefore three years, eight months and 
twenty-three days old. 
He was pro- 
claimed king on the day of his birth, 
with his mother as queen regent. 
The 
succession will naturally devolve upon 
his eldest sister, the princess of the 
Asturias, maria de las Mercedes, who 
was born at Madrid on the 11th of Sep- 
tember, 1880, and who became queen of 
Spain on the death of her father, Alfon- 
so XTI, under the regency of 
her 
mother, and occupied that position un- 
til the birth of the present monarch. 
In the ordinary course of events the re- 
gencv of Qaeen Christina would con- 
tinue, after the king's death, until her 
daughter should be old enough to as- 
sume the crown. 


MtTBAT HAiiSTEAD, the Cincinnati re- 
publican editor and statesman, scored 
the prohibitionists during a political 
talk at Chicago the other evening. 
Mr. 
Halstead stopped in the city on his way 
from Denver to Cincinnati. 
He said 
that Ohio had the best liquor laws and 
the best election laws in the world. 
The 
constitution of that state prohibits a 
liquor system and to restrain the sa- 
loons they are taxed specially and di- 
rectly. 
"We know," said Mr. Halstead, 
"that prohibition is a humbug, because 
it doesn't prohibit. 
It makes a muddle. 
With the liquor tax we have done a 
great deal of good in Ohio. 
lb wiped 
out the little black-bottle saloons and 
the like. 
The prohibitionists are the 
political serfs of the saloons. 
The lead- 
ers of that party have few, if any, ideas. 
They are politicians using temperance 
as a stalking-hor.se." 


"Eagle's Nest," by Edwin Arden, 
with Mr. Barry Johnson in the leading 
role,'will ajspear at the Temple Mon- 
day night. 
The hero of the play, Mr. 
Johnson, gives a graphic idea of a free 
and easy going young western miner. 
His bravery and gentleness attract the 
attention of a rich man's daughter, who 
is beloved by her father's 
business 
partner. 
The latter, after killing the 
young miner's mother and disabling the 
hero, escapes, the girl being taken care 
of by a rough who miner, nurses her 
through a spell of sickness. 
Then fol- 
low 
innumerable complications 
and 
mishaps, aU of which are acted in the 
most thrilling style. 
The final scene is 
abowie knife fight between the hero 
and the villian, in which the hero proves 
to be the victor, and is free to acknowl- 
edge his identity and claim as his re- 
ward the heroine and a rich property. 
The curtain drops on a pretty scene and 
closes an interesting picture of theoretic 
western life. 


The annual report of the National 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
for 1889, just published, shows a total 
membership for 1889 of 142,348, a gain 
of 3,821 over the total paid membership 
of 1888. 
This does not include mem- 
bers who for any season have failed to 
pay iheir dues on time, nor the large 
number of unreported unions, honorary 
members and Loyal Temperance legions, 
which, together with the 142,348 paid 
members, make the total membership 
and support of the Woman's Christian 
Temperance Union at least 200,000, and 
doubtless nearer 250,000.

POIiHAMUS PIOTTJBED. 


One of the best known railroad men 
on the western division of the Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago road is A. H. 
Polhamus, the road foreman of locomo- 
tive engineers. Like many others in 
his field in life he has arisen from the 
ranks. 


He was bom in New York state and 
his early life was spent on a farm. After 
obtaining such an education as the coun- 
try schools aflforded, he became a sailor 
on the lakes. This occupation he fol- 
lowed for two years, when at the age of 
twenty years he began railroading in the 
west, taking a position on a construc- 
tion train on the Pittsburg road near 
Valparaiso. 


Two years afterward, he became a 
brakeman, and in four, by successive 
promotions, was made an engineer, and 
continued in the latter position for over 
nineteen years, when in 1882, he was pro- 
moted to the position he now holds, 
that of road foremen of locomotive en- 
gineers, having charge of the men on 
the western division of the road between 
Crestline, Ohio, and Chicago. 


For a third of a century his life has 
been one of perils—one year a brake- 
man, two years a fireman, nineteen 
years an engineer and the balance in his 
present position, which calls him on the 
road nearly every day, and yet during 
all of that time he has never been ser- 
iously injured, although he has had 
some narrow escapes. Twice while he 
was on duty as an engineer his locomo- 
tive was derailed by a broken rail and 
rolled down an embankment with him 
ou it, but he escaped without serious in- 
juries, 


Mr. Polhamus is a man who is uni- 
versally esteemed, not only among rail- 
road men, but among the citizens gen- 
erally. His friends are legion and he 
makes new ones wherever he goos by 
his pleasant social ways. He is one of 
the Pennsylvania company's most trust- 
ed officials.

Kunlow's 
Trade Review gives the manner of 
preparation. 
Boil a kilo of peeled po- 
tatoes in water; after mashing, dilute 
with water and pass through a fine 
sieve. Add two kilos of Spanish white 
diluted with four kilos of water, and 
the result will be a color of beautiful 
milk white.

Hon. William Fleming is no more. 


The battle that he had waged so long 
against disease is at length at an 
end and 
~he is numbered among 


the innumerable host that death has 
marked for its own. 


He died of acute asthm'a at half-past 


3 o'clock this afternoon at his residence, 
No. 261 West Berry street, surrounded 
by his grief-stricken wife and children 
and by kind friends, who deplore his 
death as a private affliction. 


It is with feelings of the deepest 


sorrow that these tidiugs are thus made 
known to a community which honored 
him for the great achievements of mind 
and revered him for his nobility of his 
character. He died as he had lived, at 
peace with the world. 


When Mr. Fleming, two weeks ago, 


left Foit Wayne, with Mrs. Fleming, ill 
search of health in the southwest, it was 
not expected but that ho would return, 
as he had often dono before, greatly re- 
cuperated. At St. Louis, however, his 
malady became so much worse that, act- 
ing upon the aduccofa physician, ho 
was brought iome. This chango in the 
plan wr.s probably not well advised, for 
there could be no recovery in this rig- 
orous climate which he only left when 
failing strength made his leave taking 
compulsory. 
He sank rapidly, and, 


though he endeavored to impress upon 
those around him a hope in his recovery, 
his 
condition was never ^inspiring. 


With each successive attack his con- 


stitution became moro enfeebled until 
only the iron will that had carried him 
through years of affliction \vas left to 
suggest the strong man that he once 
was. He died as he had lived at peace 
with the world and in the hope of a 
glorious resurrection, 


William Fleming was born in Ireland 


sixty years ago and was the oldest son 
of worthy parents. 
Enrly in life his 


father died and he was the principal 
support of his widowed mother and the 
younger children. His first occupation 
was that of a 
stone cutter in the 


employ of the late James Htimphrej. 
His first appearance in politics was as 
candidate for the office of high consta- 
ble, long since abolished. He was sub- 
sequently appointed by Sheriff McMul- 
len as a deputy and officiated at the 
hanging of Madden and Keefer, mur- 
derers of William Dunbar. Upon the 
death of Mr. McMullen, Mr. Fleming 
succeeded to the shrievalty and served 
two terms, performing the duties with 
such marked ability that ho was twice 
elected to the office of clerk of Allen 
county, serving eight years in that ca- 
pacity. 


His unusual ability as a party manager 


and leader, the strength of his personal 
following among all classes of people, 
soon made him a conspicuous figure in 
the state councils of the democracy, and 
no question of importance came up for 
discussion, but his opinion was asked, 
and his well-grounded conviction of 
what was best to do carried great weight. 
In northern Indiana ho was easily the 
leader of his party. Ho served fre- 
quently as a member of the democratic 
state central committee, and to his inti- 
mate knowledge of men and measures 
is, by common consent, largely to bo at- 
tributed the successes that wero met 
with. 


In 1878 ho was nominated at Indiana- 


polis for the place of treasurer of state 
and was elected after an unusually hot 
campaign. It was during tho two years 
that he held this oflice that a large part 
of 
tho 
work 
of 
building 
tho 


now state house was dono and a great 
volume of money patsed through his 
hands but so faithful was he to his trust 
that not even tho mcst bitter political 
fco could question his entire honesty 
and his high financial ability. 


In 1880 ho was again nominated for 


tho state treasury, but with tho rest of 
his ticket was defeated. Ho has never 
again been a candidate for office. 
His 


political activity, however, did not end 
here, but ho continued to esert himself 
in tho cause of demccrajy, and, whether 
iu caucus or convention, or in tho heat 
of campaign, his strong hand aud earn- 
est will wero felt on tho side of those 
great political principles to which ho 


had devoted so much of his life. 
He 


never forgot his friends. 


Mr. Fleming made it a point to attend 


all of the national conventions of his 
party, and, though in feeble health, was 
at St. Louis when Grover Cleveland was 
renomiuated to lead the democracy in 
the battle against the choice of the re- 
publican nominee, selected at tho Chi- 
cago convention some weeks later, 
At 


these conventions he was always con- 
sulted with regard to tho politics of In- 
diana, the pivotal state. 


Mr. Fleming was a man of great 


wealth, amassed in the pursuit of busi- 
ness of unusual magnitude. In nearly 
every enterprise 
that enlisted 
his 


energies his wonderful grasp made him 
the leader. Ho was for many years 
proprietor 
and editor of 
the Fort 


Wayne SESTINEL, aud tho vigor of his 
editorials had a far-reaching effect upon 
men of all political parties. 


The paper had previously been wed- 


ded to the hard money doctrine, but this 
policy was instantly changed and he 
continued to weild a vigorous pen in the 
advocacy of the resumption act and the 
remonetizatiofl of silver coin. On eco- 
nomic questions he was an acknowledged 
authority and In every matter relating 
to the position of the democracy on im- 
portant issues ho was always consulted. 
No democrat gave to his party more 
splendid service than-he. 


Mr. Fleming's business career was so 


intimately connected with the growth 
and prosperity of the city as to bo gen- 
erally known to the community. At 
the time of his death ho was treasurer 
of the Indiana School Book company: 
was vice-president of the Salinionie 
Mining and Gas company; vi6e-presi- 
dent and acting pressdent of the First 
National Bank of Fort Wayne, president 
of the Hartford City Paper Mill com- 
pany, and a director and stockholder iu 
as many other large cencerns. 


Until the past few years he was one of 


the chief owners of the stock of the Clark 
& Khinesmith Lumber company, and 
only a few weeks ago sold to William 
Pape a hall-interest in the Peters Box 
and Lumber company and tho Fleming 
Manufacturing company. 


He was one- of the originators of the 


Now York, Chicago and St. Louis rail- 
way (Nickel Plate) and served as a di- 
rector until tho property was sold to the 
Vanderbilts. 


Mr. Fleming was twice married. His 


first wife boro him two children—Mrs. 
Dr. Willien, of Terre Haute, Ind., and 
Mr. Luke M. Fleming, assistant to 
Warden Murdock, at the state's prison 
north. 
Neither were present at his 


death. By his second wife ho has eight 
childien, the youngest a mere child.

Beggs, who formerly sat at one end of 
the line, was free. His chair was occu- 
pied by Dan Coughlin. Tho four con- 
victs seemed in good spirits. 
Tho cer- 


tainty of » life iu prison seemed to be 
more agreeable to Burke, Coughlin 
and O'SulIivan than the horrible uncer- 
tainty that hung over them throughout 
the trial. 


Just before tho judge took his seat 


John F. Beggs and his lawyers, Messrs. 
Foster and Ames, came into court. 
Beggs looked worse in appearance than 
when he was making his daily visits to 
tho court room by compulsion. 


"I just wanted to see how it looked 


from the other side, said he. When the 
prisoners came into the court they shook 
hands with those who were within reach. 
Beggs shook hands with Kunze and sat 
down at one end of the reporters.' table. 


"Come in here and sit, Beggs," said 


Coughlin, with a smile. 


The man who escaped the fate of his 


co-defendants, laughed and shook his 
head. States Attorney Longenecker ac- 
companied by Messrs, Ingham, Mills 
and Hynes appeared for tho state. 
Messrs. Forrest, Donohue and David 
appeared for tha defenee. When the 
court was opened, Mr. Forrest nsked 
that the hearing of the arguments bo 
postponed for one week. 


The counsel for the state opposed any 


delay. Judge McCounell was also op- 
posed to delay and told Mr. Forrest in 
so many words that it was useless to 
make any argument against the Cronin 
jury. "For,"' said the court, "if that 
was not a good jury then it is useless to 
try to convict prisoners where there has 
been any public discussion. You might 
as well let the prisoners go." 


It was finally decided that the court 


would wait until Judge Wing's arrival 
at 11:45 o'clock. 


When Judge Wing arrived he asked 


for at least a delay until to-morrow. 
Finally, after much wrangling between 
the attorneys, court was adjourned until 
10 o'clock to-morrow, when it is expect- 
ed the motion will be argued.

POLHAMUS PIOTUItED. 


One of tho best known railroad men 


on the •western division of tho Pittsburg, 
Fort Wayne and Chicago road is A. H. 
Polhamus, the road foreman of locomo- 
tive engineers. Like many others in 
his field in life he has arisen from the 
ranks. 


He was born in Now York state and 


his early life was spent on a farm. After 
obtaining such an education as tho coun- 
try schools afforded, he became a sailor 
on the lakes. This occupation he fol- 
lowed for two years, when at the age of 
twenty yeara he began railroading in the 
west, teking B position on a construc- 
tion train on the Pittsburg road near 
Valparaiso. 


Two years afterward, ho became a 


brakeman, and in four, by successive 
promotions, was made an engineer, aud 
continued in the latter position for over 
nineteen years, when in 1882, ho was pro- 
moted to the position ho now holds, 
that of rond foremen of locomotive en- 
gineers, having charge of tho men on 
the western division of tho roa.l between 
Crestline, Ohio, and Chicago. 


For a third of a century his life has 


been one of perils—one year a brake- 
man, 
two years a fireman, nineteen 


years an engineer and tho balance iu his 
present position, which calls him on tho 
road nearly every day, and yet during 
all of that time he has never been ser- 
iously injured, although ho has had 
some narrow escapes. Twice while lie 
was on duty as an engineer his locomo- 
tive was derailed by u broken rail and 
rolled down an embankment with him 
on it, but he escaped without serious in- 
juries. 


Mr. Polhanius is a man who is uni- 


versally esteemed, not only among rail- 
road men, but among the citiaens gen- 
erally. His friends are legion and ho 
makes new ones wherever ho goos by 
his pleasant social ways. Ho is one of 
the Pennsylvania company's most trust- 
ed officials.
